It is difficult to understand why o ur co lleges 
and universities sho uld expect to be able to em­ 
plo y co mpetent men and wo men to teach the 
yo uth o f this co untry o n inadequate pay. The 
average annual pay fo r faculty members in the 
United States, acco rding to the Natio nal Educa­ 
tio n Asso ciatio n, is $5.243 winch is abo ut $1 H).8-. 
a week and that is no t take ho me pay. This aver­ 
age includes the highest salaries, so that thtie 
must be many which have a take ho me pay o f 
under $80 a w’eek. 
To get this salary, mo st o f these men and 
wo men have put in at least five years o f study 
after high scho o l, and mo st have Ph-D. s which 
means mo re years o f wo rk. The average pay lo i 
a co llege president, who se functio ns, apait fro m 
scho larship, are no t unlike tho se o f a co rpo ratio n 
president o r a mgh echelo n public o fficial, is $il,- 
314 a year. There mav be additio nal co mpensa­ 
tio ns such as a beautiful but fo r so me reaso n 
usually badly-heated ho use, an auto mo bile and the 
fringe benefit o f a pensio n. 
Mo ney, o f co urse, isn’t everything, but teach­ 
ers marry and have children and are expected to 
read lo ts o f bo o ks and magazines and to be 
specialists in difficult subjects. It is no t to be 
wo ndered at that so .many o f them are dissatis­ 
fied. A man who kno ws ho w' to make an H-bo mb 
canno t earn a decent living at his trade, to say 
no thing abo ut earning as much as a funny-face 
that appears o n televisio n to advertise a hair 
spray o r the tip o f a cigarette—o ne that will no t 
give yo u cancer o f the lungs 
if 
yo u smo ke two 
packs a day fo r 20 years. 
The tro uble with co llege 
educatio n in the 
United States is that to o much go es into build­ 
ings and to o little is left fo r brains. After all, a 
learned man can inspire yo uth in a tent o r sit­ 
ting o n the stump o f a tree, o r in a little red 
scho o lho use. So me students measure the wo rth o f 
a ^co llege by its co untry-club atmo sphere which 
is no t go o d eno ugh fo r an educatio n. I was talk­ 
ing to a girl recently who said that she had ma­ 
jo red in eco no mies so I tho ught that we might 
have a discussio n o n the difference between clas­ 
sical eco no mics and the stuff which the Key­ 
nesians teach to o ur yo ung. Po o r thing! She o nly 
go t a go o d grade in that co urse and o f Ricardo 
she apparently knew almo st no thing except that 
he and Adam Smith were o ld fo gies. I wanted to 
ask her if she tho ught that they had vo ted fo r 
Herbert Ho o ver, but fo rbo re. 
She reminded me o f the yo ung fello w who had 
heard so meo ne say that Geo rge Bernard Shaw 
wro te 
‘The 
Quintessence 
o f 
Ibscnism” 
and 
tho ught it was a play because Shaw was a play­ 
wright. I wanted to tell him that Shaw also wro te 
a lo t abo ut Richard Wagner who was a German 
and that that pro ved that Shaw was a Nazi—but 
I fo rebo re. Go o d grades apparently are unrelated 
to thinking in so me o f these places where the pro ­ 
fesso r wo rries ho w he is go ing to pay fo r baby’s 
sho es, the price o f which co nstantly go es up de­ 
spite the fact that the afo resaid pro fesso r teaches 
eco no mics in a Scho o l o f Business. 
When there is so much sho uting abo ut the 
training o f scientists and engineers, thbre o ught 
to be a little interest in who is go ing to do the 
training, no t o nly o f tho se who devo te themselves 
to the po lytechnicum, but also tho se who are o f 
the university, which is a place fo r an access to 
universal kno wledge. Surely the underpaid will
